Olympus Safari Rally as a SCCA and PIRS Championship event. PSSCC 
and NW Region is presenting the 1980 version of our rally in co- 
operation with and with the assistance of ALTO INTERNATIONAL LTD, 
the manufacturer and importer of SAFARI SEATS. With the aid of 
this organization we are able to offer the competitors: 1) an 
outstanding rally course, 2) ewellent facilities and accomodations, 
3) thorough media coverage of the competitor's efforts and 4) 

a guaranteed purse of $1000.00 exclusive of stage prizes and 
contingency awards as well as a Las Vegas vacation for two for 

the winner including 3 days, 2 nights all food and rooms paid 

for and $300.00in script for gambling and a Las Vegas show

The rally will cover approximately 300 miles in Western Washington 
on the logging roads in the area bounded by Interstate 5 on the east, 
Washington State Highway 6 on the south and Washington State High- 
ways 8 & 12 on the north. Stages will comprise of a minimum of 

50% of the total mileage (approx. 180 miles of stages). Stage roads 
will be winding with a hard gravel surface. The maximum distance 
between fuel halts will be 140 miles. 


A field of the most competitive rally cars in North America is expected. 
This event is listed on the world FIA calendar and is held under the 
SCCA 1980 Pro Rally Rules and Regulations. The event will count for 
the SCCA National Championship, the North American Rally Championship, 
and the Pacific International Rally Series Championship. 


As a competitor, be suite to be aware of the changes in the 1980 SCCA 
rules regarding shoulder harness. See the section on Vehicle Eligibility.

ENTRY 


The entry fee for the 1980 Olympus Safari Rally is $75.00 before 
midnight March 28, 1980. Late entry will be $100.00. Entries. 
should be sent to the Registrar Olympus Safari Rally, P.O. Box 
24944, Seattle, WA 98124. Service crew entry will be $10.00 

per crew. It is possible for one crew to get to all the support 
areas on time. 


All entrants must have or apply for a SCCA Pro Rally License or 
a FIA license from the sporting body of the country of residence of 
the entrant. 


REGISTRATION 


The following documents must be available for inspection at 
registration: | 
a) a valid driver's license for each competitor 
b) a valid SCCA Competition License (or FIA) for each competitor 
c) a letter of permission for use of the vehicle in any case 
where the owner of the vehicle is not the entrant 
d) a valid registration, certificate of ownership, for the 
vehicle entered. 
e) a valid certificate of insurance for the vehicle entered 
f) a letter of permission from a parent, or guardian, for the 
, participation in the event of all persons under the legal 
age of majority in their place of residence 


VEHICLE ELIGIBILITY 


The onus shall rest completely on the entrant, or his agent, to 
provide proper and complete evidance as shall be neccessary to prove 
the eligibility of each vehicle entered at any time during the event. 


All vehicles must be neat and clean and in sound condition. This 
shall include the engine compartment, passenger compartment, storage 
compartments and undercarriage. Any vehicle which would reflect 
poorly on the event or the sponsors, will not be allowed to start. 


All vehicles shall be legally licensed and titled/registered street- 
legal models. Such vehicles as single seaters and/or vehicles with 
more than, or less than, four wheels will not be allowed to enter. 


All vehicles must be fitted with either a roll bar or roll cage 
constructed to meet either FIA or SCCA specifications. All vehicles 
without permanent and non-removable roofs, as produced by the 
manufacturer, must be fitted with a roll cage. The diagonal cross 
bracing in either the cage or bar may be deleted. 


A fireproof bulkhead shield is mandatory between the passenger 
compartment and the fuel storage compartment. 


VEHICLE ELIGIBILITY (con't) : 


Battery: If the battery is located in the passenger compartment or 
the compartment containing the fuel tank, it must be in a leakproof 
container or equipped with leakproof caps and enclosed in a non- 
conductive "marine type" box. The hot terminal must be insulated 

on all cars. All batteries shall be securely attached to the primary 
structure of the vehicle. ; 


Studded tires and similar tires containing metal protruding from 
the tread area are prohibited on SCCA events. 


Two-way radios will be allowed in all vehicles. 


At a minimum, four point competition approved seat belts and shoulder 
harnesses, fitted with quick release buckles, shall be installed for 
each crew member in every vehicle. .These must be worn, securely 
fastened, on all stages. All belts must meet Appendix Y of the 1980 
SCCA Regulations. PLEASE NOTE:The 1980 rules state:"The shoulder 
harness shall be a two-strap over-the-shoulder type. There shall 

be a single release common to the lap belt and shoulder harness. Only 


completely separate upper shoulder straps are permitted." THIS RULE 
APPLIES TO ALL CARS LOCAL, NATIONAL AND CANADIAN. ; 


A 1970, or later, Snell Foundation approved helmet (complete with sticker) 
shall be carried in every competition vehicle for each crew member. 

Such helmets must be of the appropriate size, for each crew member, and 
the helmets must be worn, securely fastened, on all stages. 


It must be possible to turn off all lights on the front of the vehicle 
which could possibly blind the driver of an oncoming car from a single 
switch which must leave the low beams operative. 


If the entered vehicle has a back-up light operated by a manual 
switch, a warning light inside the passenger compartment must come 
on whenever the back-up light is turned on. 


All other vehicle modifications within the SCCA regulations are permitted 
providing the vehicle will still be able to pass the safety scrutineering. 


SAFETY SCRUTINEERING 


The safety scrutineers will inspect all vehicles in accordance with the 
following standards which shall be operable and in safe condition: 


a) headlights (high & low), parking lights and taillights 

b) stoplights (cut-off switches not permitted) 

c) horn, windshield wipers and directional signals 

d) footbrakes, parking brake 

e) brake fluid level 

f) tires, including spares (to be checked for sidewall and 
tread condition) 

g) safety belt mounting & installation 

h) seat mounting points 

i) roll bar or cage (checked for installation, welds and thickness) 

3) fuel tank(s) installation and plumbing 

k) all vehicle eligibility requirements 


SAFETY SCRUTINEERING (con't) 


The exhaust systems of all competing vehicles must not exceed 86db 
at 50 feet to the left side of the vehicle. 


A complete suspension check of all vehicles will be conducted to 
determine that each vehicle is roadworthy. 


In addition, each vehicle must have on board and in an accessible 
location the following items: 


a) comprehensive first aid kit 

b) 150 minutes of road flares or a DOT approved self standing 
warning trtangle 

c) fire extinguisher of at least 5 B.C.(the organizers recomend 
that each rally car also be equipped with a fire system) 

d) tow rope 


In addition, a check for the following will be preformed: 
a) that no gas cans are in the vehicle 
b) that there is no damaged or deteriorated wiring 
c) that all items are securely tied down throughout the 
vehicle 


The crew of any vehicle which has initially failed to meet the 
requirements of the safety scrutineering shall be given a resonable 
amount of time to remedy the deficiency and to resubmit the vehicle 
to the. safety scrutineers. 


SEEDS 


Each crew will be seeded as per the 1980 SCCA seeding procedure and 
seeding list. 


CLASSES 


There will be two classes in the 1980 Olympus Safari Rally, Open and 
Production. Both of these classes will compete for overall awards 
as well as class awards. Production cars will carry a "P" on there 
car number to designate there class. 


ASSESSMENT OF PERFORMANCE 


All crews shall start with zero penalty points, and the crew with 

the lowest score at the finish will be declared the winner. In case 
of a tie, the crew with the lowest score on the stages will be 
declared the winner. If a tie still exsists, it shall remain and any 
prizes for that place and the following place(s) willbe divided 
equally. 


Penalty points will be assessed as follows: 
1 point for each hundreth of a minute Haeen to complete a 
stage 
50 points for each MPH infraction at a OH Control 
50 points for each error or uncompleted entry on the scorecards 


FACILITIES AND ACCOMOI-..TIONS 


This year rally headquarters will be the Tyee Inn, Tumwater, Wash. 
All activities will take place at the Tyee Inn. The Tyee is located 
at Exit 102 either North or South bound on Interstate 5 in Tumwater. 
The Tyee is holding 50 rooms for the rally, so register early, and 
be sure to mention the Olympus Safari Rally or you will not get a 
room, all other rooms are sold out. If the Tyee is full they will 
give you information on accomidations close by. Please register 
early.

ROUTE AND ROUTE BOOK 


The 1980 route book will be issued in the Big Chief Room of the Tyee 
at the drivers meeting at 3:00pm. Service Crew packets will be released 
as soon as route instructions are received by the competitors. 


‘The route is presumed correct and open unless modified in writing by 

the rallymaster or stage marshal. Course arrows will supplement the 
course. Arrowing will be done to aid the competitor. The organizers 
will not be responsible for incorrect arrows or downed arrows. The 

route book will take precedence over all arrows without exception. 
Cautions will be marked with a set of crossed arrows. Cautions will 

be noted in the route book with exclamation points (!). One exclamation 
point means you may bend your car, two means you will bend your car, and 
three means you will bend your life!!! PLEASE PAY ATTENTION TO CAUTIONS. 


ROUTE INSTRUCTION SYMBOLS 


The route book will use ALPINES throughout. Alpines are stylized 
scaled down drawings (not to scale) of an intersection with a dot 

and an arrowhead. You enter the intersection at the dot and are to 
exit the intersection at the arrowhead. In addition, word instructions. 
will be give at intersections using the following letter abbreviations: 


R Right K Keep (to indicate main road) | 
L Left B Bear (a turn of less than 90°) 
s Straight A Accute (a turn of more than 90°) 


These will also be used in combinations, such as AL,AR,KL,etc. 
(NOTE BEAR IS ALSO A LARGE MAMMAL FOUND IN THE WOODS-THESE ARE NOT NOTED 
IN THE ROUTE BOOK AND HAVE BEEN KNOWN TO BE WORSE THAN!!! ......- ) 


EMERGENCY PHONE NUMBERS 


The inside cover of the route book will contain a page of emergency 
phone numbers of local tow operators, police, hospitals, etc. 


STAGE MARSHALS 


Each stage of the 1980 Olympus Safari Rally will have a stage marshal, 
their names will appear in the route book in the brief description of 
the stage. These people are in control of the Stage, they are the ones 
to contact in case of an emergency. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


Thanks to the Radio Club of Tacoma, with there assistance we will have 

a complete Amature Band (Ham) net over the entire course of this years 

event. Many of the radio points will also have C.B. Radios and it 

is expected that many of the competitors will be using C.B.. Therefore, 

the following rules for radio discipline will apply to all workers, 

competitors and support crews: 

a) The C.B. control‘net will be on channel 18. 

b) Competitors and support crews will use channel 11. 

c) If during a stage you need to contact your service crew, you may call 
on channel ‘18 for assistance. -The control people will make an 
attempt to locate your crew as time allows. They can also call 
for assistance to the Tyee Inn for you. : 

d) Individual "handles" are not to be used during the event. All cars 
use their car number and support crews will use designations such 
as "support car 3" 

e) Communications co-ordinator is Steve Dightman (206) 475-4064. Steve 
is interested in getting some rallyists involved in amature radio, so 
if you are so inclinded, please get in touch with Steve. 


SAFETY 


To reduce the hazards of the sport, all competing vehicles are required 
to obey the following rules during the running of the event: 


a) Any competitor's vehicle which stops on a stage for any reason 
must set out a lighted safety flare or triangle and to keep these 
warnings up during the entire running of the stage. You must 
extinguish all flares before moving on. 

b) Any vehicle which suffers an. accident on the rally that makes it 
neccessary to request medical aid for one or both of the crew 
members shall, if possible, set out flares in the middle of the 
road and then wave down other competing vehicles for help, any 
such stage will not be scored. 

c) Any competing vehicle which comes across a situation as described 
in b) above, is required to stop and render air. Please notify 
by radio (channel 18) the officals. 

d) Any vehicle in violation of the above rules shall be immediately 
disqualified from further competition. 


PASSING 


In past Olympus Rallys we have received complaints about competitors 
blocking other competitors when they catch the car in front of them. 
IF A CAR CATCHES YOU ON A STAGE, GET OUT OF HIS WAY...this competitor 
has put a minute on you and the proper thing to do is move over. Most 
of the roads we are using will allow this with little or no loss of 
time. This warning should sufice. 


CAUTIONS 


The: writing of cautions into the route book is very much a matter of 
judgement. We have attempted to be consistent and have only noted 
things we consider abnormally hazardous. There are many tricky corners, 
rough spots and partial road obstructions on the course which we 
consider to be normal rally hazards able to be read and negotiated 


by a skilled driver. 


CONTROLS. AND TIMING ***************NEW SECTION-READ*# #488 Ax RRR 


There will be four types of controls on the 1980 Olympus Rally: start, 
finish, main time and observation. Observation controls (OH controls) 
will be identified with a PSSCC checkpoint sign. These controls will 
be using a radar unit to clock your speed. These will be placed on 
transits and particularly in quiet zones. These controls may also be 
manned by the Sheriffs department, in which case the penalty assessed 
by the Sheriff will suffice. Start controls, will be marked with a 
closed flag or a sign reading "Start". These will be located at the 
beginning of stages. Finish controls will be at the end of the stage, 
the finish of the stage will be marked with a checkered flag, the 
control car will be marked with a clock sign. Main Time control, these 
will be located at the start, dinner break and finish of the event. 
You may arrive early and clock in at the dinner break and finish 
before your in time. The Main Time control at the start will simply 
start you on the rally on time. 


OPERATION & TIMING 


The 1980 rally will be using Zeron timing clocks timing to the 100th 
of a minute. Each start and finish control will have one of these 
clocks. 


We are using a new system of timing on the 1980 event, it is the same 
system being used on most FIA World Championship events, we call it 

the "FIA System". Very simply, when you start the rally you will be 
given an arrival time at the start control of stage one. You will pull 
up to the start control on the minute preceeding your out time. The 
control will start you on your out time. 


If for some reason you are delayed or have a problem with the car on 

a transit, when you arrive at the start control, send your co-driver 
“up to the start and explain your delay. The start control personel 
will then assign you a new starting time, between other cars, but 

still on the even minute. You will not receive penalty points for 

this late start, but the time you are late counts against your MPL... 
This way, all penalty points are accured on stages and none on transits. 


OPERATION -& TIMING (con't) 


If you plan to hold back a minute for dust or something like that, 
remember the start control will determine your new out time, not 

you, and it could be 5-10 minutes later. This could put you way back 
in the pack. Only the time between your start time and the time 

you announce your lateness will be counted toward your MPL. 


At the Finish control you will receive your finish time and the start 
time for the next stage. The time for the transit will be the same as 
posted in the route book for the transit or possibly plus one minute 
in case you finished the stage on the same minute as the car in front 
of you.
